Language  Arts 


Book  reports  are  an  important  part  of  the  English  * 


In  the  English  department  at  Eastwood,  the  large 
areas  of  communication-speaking,  listening,  reading, 
and  writing-receive  not  just  mere  recognition  but  clear 
and  specific  instruction. 

The  importance  of  a  vigorous  and  exact  vocabulary 
is  highly  emphasized  and  is  recognized  by  the  students, 
because  a  wide  knowledge  of  words  is  helpful  in  all  busi- 
ness and  social  activities.  Having  a  good  vocabulary  is 
especially  important  in  school  work,  as  knowing  words 
increases  skill  and  speed  in  reading,  and  helps  the  student 
in  his  comprehension. 

Reading  is  a  skill  which  should  be  constantly  improved 
and  guides  to  improve  reading  are  stressed  at  the  junior 
high  level  .  There  are  three  methods  of  reading  that  are 
used  at  this  age-careful  reading  for  obtaining  information, 
rapid  reading  for  light  reading  such  as  novels  and  short 
stories,  and  skimming  which  is  used  for  review  and  specific 
information. 

Sufficient  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  mechanics 
of  grammar.  After  studying  rules  and  definitions,  the 
students  apply  them  in  communicating  ideas  in  both  written 
and  oral  assignments.  Building  better  sentences,  writing 
clear,  concise  paragraphs,  writing  essays,  themes,  sum- 
maries, and  both  business  and  social  letters  are  a  few  skills 
to  be  acquired  by  Eastwood  students. 


Social  Studies 


History  Can  Be  Fun 


"WE,  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES," 
Our  classes  in  Social  Studies  were  planned  with  the 
idea  of  giving  us  practice  in  critical  thinking  as  well  as 
expanding  our  background  and  appreciating  our  hertiage. 
The  courses  were  varied.    Ancient  History  supplied  us  with 
basic  knowledge  as  to  the  founding  of  civilization,  and  its 
progress  through  the  centuries.   We  studied  the  civilizations 
along  with  their  contributions  to  art,  architecture,  law, 
government,  science,  education,  and  philosophy.    Another 
ninth  grade  elective  was  Citizenship.    In  that  course  we 
learned  of  our  community,  our  state  and  our  nation,  and 
become  acquainted  with  the  principal  occupational  and 
professional  opportunities  in  our  country.    The  eighth  grade 
students  in  their  United  States  history  classes  learned  about 
our  country's  past  and  present  developments,  in  order  that 
they  might  understand  the  growth  of  democracy  in  our  land 
and  appreciate  our  American  Heritage.    Through  current 
affairs  study  we  endeavored  to  grasp  a  deeper  understanding 
of  the  great  events  shaping  today's  world.    World  geography 
and  Indiana  history  were  studied  by  seventh  graders.    All 
our  Social  Studies  courses  have  helped  us  develop  attitudes 
and  concepts  that  we  need  for  effective  citizenship  in  our 
democracy. 


Mathematics 


Work  at  the  board  is  important. 


Future  business  men  and  women  require  a  firm  founda- 
tion in  mathematics.  The  atomic  age  in  which  we  live 
demands  a  disciplined  mind.  Our  mathematics  department 
lays  the  foundation  for  these  basic  needs  by  offering  algebra 
and  general  mathematics.  Speed  and  accuracy  are  im- 
portant whether  you  enter  business  or  whether  you  operate 
a  household.  These  traits  are  encouraged  and  developed 
through  mathematics. 


Science 


Work  in  the  lab. 


Biology  is  the  study  of  life-plant  life,  animal  life 
and  the  life  of  human  beings.  The  study  of  plants  is  re- 
lated to  the  parts  of  plants  in  relation  to  how  they  grow, 
their  parts  and  the  flower  they  produce.  The  study  includes 
the  detailed  study  of  the  various  parts  of  a  flower  in  re- 
lation to  its  environment.  As  extra  experiments  in  working 
with  plants  the  biology  classes  will  draw,  grow,  and  dissect 
various  flowers  which  makes  the  study  more  interesting. 

The  study  of  animals  includes  the  study  of  the  most 
simplest  type  one  celled  animal  up  to  the  most  complicated 
type-man.  The  study  covers  the  environment,  parts, 
systems,  history  and  different  kinds  of  animals.  As  extra 
lab  activities  the  biology  classes  draw  and  dissect  such 
animals  as  the  earthworm,  fish,  grasshopper,  planara,  and 
frog.  The  frog  is  studied  in  great  detail  because  of  its 
parts  being  similar  to  our  own  body  parts. 
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lome   Economics 


In  the  Home  Economics  Department  the  girls  learn  the  fundamentals  of  good  cooking.  They  learn  to  select 
foods  and  plan  attractive  meals.  In  the  sewing  classes,  under  supervision,  the  select  patterns  and  materials  for 
clothes  to  add  to  their  wardrobe. 


Industrial  Arts 


In  the  Industrial  Arts  Department  the  boys  are  taught 
to  work  with  their  hands,  both  with  wood  and  metal. 


Foreign   Language

The  foreign  language  department  at  Eastwood  offers 
beginning  French,  Latin,  and  Spanish  to  its  students.  Up 
until  this  year  foreign  language  was  offered  to  ninth  grade 
students  only.  This  year,  however,  there  was  one  eighth 
grade  class  in  beginning  Latin. 

During  the  first  semester  there  were  193  freshmen  en- 
rolled in  foreign  language  classes  (french-63,  Latin-71, 
and  Spanish-59).  This  figure  represents  approximately 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  freshman  class.  Among  those 
students  was  one  homebound  student  who  learned  the 
language  via  telephone.  With  the  eighth  grade  class 
enrollment  there  was  a  grand  total  of  215  foreign  language 
students. 

Next  year  second  year  Latin  will  be  offered  to  those 
students  in  the  present  eighth  grade  who  are  now  taking 
first  year  Latin.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  more 
language  classes  can  be  made  available  to  eighth  graders. 

Mrs.  Bartley  and  Miss  Engle  teach  the  foreign  language 
classes. 


Physical   Education 


The  Physical  Education  Department  offers  boys  oppor- 
tunities to  participate  in  organized  activities  such  as 
basketball,  handball,  volleyball,  relays  and  high  and 
broad  jumping.  The  girls  physical  training  classes  have 
a  varied  program  also.  There  are  sports,  games,  and 
body-building  exercises. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  develop  desirable 
standards  of  social  and  moral  conduct,  and  emotional 
control  in  terms  of  well-defined  educational  goals. 

Closely  related  to  the  Physical  Education  Department 
are  the  health  classes  which  teach  us  more  about  our  bodies. 
Here  we  also  learn  safety  methods  and  become  conscious 
of  our  responsibilities. 


Fine  Arts 


The  fine  arts  department  in  our  school  does  an  excellent 
job  in  helping  Eastwood  students  appreicate  art  and  music. 

The  art  department  is  always  busy  helping  to  make  our 
building  beautiful  and  the  vocal  music  classes  present 
many  fine  programs  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  help  our  children 
realize  that  there  are  many  beautiful  things  in  the  world. 
The  teachers  help  the  students  to  learn  how  to  iove  and 
appreciate  these  arts.

The   Library 


A  Library  Serves  Many  Needs. 


A  school  library  should  be  the  heart  of  any 
school .  As  a  materials  center  both  faculty,  admin- 
istrators, and  students,  alike,  may  benefit  from  the 
latest  information,  secured  from  books,  periodicals, 
or  audio  visual  sources. 

The  aim  of  our  librarian,  Mrs.  Church,  and  her 
staff  of  student  assistants,  is  to  maintain  an  attractive, 
cheerful  but  quiet  atmosphere  in  the  library.  For  the 
purpose  of  any  library  is  to  read  for  pleasure  or  to 
prepare  research  assignments.  Your  cooperation  in 
keeping  this  one  of  the  finest  school  libraries  is 
requested . 

Part  of  the  librarian's  responsibilities  is  to  ac- 
quaint new  students  in  the  use  of  library  facilities. 
This  is  done  each  fall  term  during  the  first  few  weeks 
throughout  the  orientation  classes.  At  this  time 
students  learn  the  Dewey  Decimal  System,  by  means 
of  sample  sets  of  Catalog  cards.    Using  sample  issues 


of  Reader's  Guide,  the  student  learns  how  to  secure 
the  latest  facts  on  a  given  subject  through  articles 
in  leading  periodicals.  Following  this  instruction  by 
the  librarian,  practical  application  through  assign- 
ments of  library  projects  is  given  by  the  teachers  of 
English  or  Orientation . 

Student  assistants  are  chosen  from  the  Library 
Club  wherever  possible.  Other  staff  members  are 
chosen  from  study  halls  on  a  scholarship  basis.  These 
staff  members  are  either  boys  or  girls.  Our  Audio- 
visual staff  is  comprised  of  twenty-one  boys  trained 
to  assist  the  faculty  with  our  projectors  and  showing 
of  films. 

The  library  is  open  from  7:30  A.M.  in  the  morn- 
ing until  4:00  P.M.  each  school  day.  Appointments 
may  be  made  to  stay  longer  when  needed.

The  third  game  was  won  by  Eastwood  as  the  result 
of  some  very  excellent  running  and  blocking.  Continuous 
practice  on  strong  end  plays  paid  off  in  dividends  in  the 
next  two  games  and  brought  our  total  number  of  wins  to 
five  straight.  In  the  game  of  the  year  with  Westlane  the 
teams  were  very  evenly  matched  end  Eastwood  was  defeat- 
ed only  one  point.  Our  last  game,  also  evenly  matched, 
ended  in  a  tie. 

Again  as  in  the  past,  the  people  of  Eastwood  can  be 
very  proud  of  their  football  team.

The  first  year  of  wrestling  at  Eastwood  Jr.  High  produced 
a  small  squad  of  eager  but  inexperienced  boys.  The  sport 
features  man-to-man  action  in  a  contest  of  wrestling  skills, 
strength,  speed,  balance,  endurance,   and  quick  thinking.

The  strength  of  bigger  and  more  experienced  schools  was  re- 
vealed by  reversals  to  Broad  Ripple  (13-39); Cathedral  (5-44), 
who  later  swept  the  freshman  city  championship;  and  Ben 
Davis  (17-34)  in  a  meet  that  was  decided  by  several  close 
decisions. 

The  team  easily  won  the  "big  one"  against  Westiane 
(38-17),  also  a  beginner  in  this  sport.  The  season  was  closed 
on  another  gratifying  note  as  Eastwood  trimmed  Soufhport 
(28-26)  in  spite  of  lowing  10  points  on  a  weighing-in  tech- 
nicality.
